"John Rood" a< Picturad in

Portonality

John Reed, the gey, irreec^te 
playboy, the charming, lrreeponsi> 
ble Lothario, the fiery, impresaloD- 
ietic "red," it no more. The color- 
ful legend that wat Reed la gone 
and the fable diipelled. In place 
of thete mythical ttpreaentatlona 
we difcover an lndi>ddual of great 
personal Integrity and abfUty. 

Granville Hlckt has written a bi- 
ography of this young Harvard 
graduate, who was born a aclon 
of a wealthy Portland family and 
died at the age CC 33. the beloved 
of another nation, that Is at bril- 
liant as It is sincere. It Is in no 
•mall part due to Mr. Hicks' ex- 
cellent portrayal that John Reed 
the person it more interesting and 
viul that Reed the hero of epic 
proportions. 

John Reed had a natural capac- 
ity for enjoying life. He waa un- 
doubtedly a romantlciat and it was 
this spirt that M him into Mex- 
ico, where he became friendly with 
Pancho Villa. It was not, however, 
a mere liking f<Mr the adventuroua 
that made him strike with the Pat^ 
terton silk workers or InvasUgate 
the Ludlow disaster. To condemn 
him as did Walter Uppmann for 
being an "irresoluta playboy" Is 
unjust for that Is overlooking the 
saliant fact that Reed found what 
I he was searching for in life, a slg- 
nlfleant social phlloaophy. 

Since Reed had grown up In an 
atmosphere of opulence, tempered 
by aristocratic refinement and had 
attended wealthy schools in the 
east, he was naturally polished and 
suave, but his intellectual curiosity 
and love for Louise Bryant saved 
him from being either "irresponsi- 
ble" or a "Lothario." 

John Reed was an outstanding 
Journalist. His reporting from Chi- 
hauhahau as from Moscow was mas- 
terful. He had perfect eyes and 
was. able to Identify himself com- 
pletely with any struggle with 
which he was sympathetic. The j 
charge that he was an "impresaion - 1 
istic red” has no basis, for he j 
reached his political belief though 
an analytical interpretation of that 
which he actually saw and under- 
stood. 

America has produced many dy- 
namic figures and John Reed is one 
of them. He wat a natural pioneer. 
If he had been born when America 
was young he would have devoted 
his strength and magnetism to 
building up a land where the ms- 
Jorlty of people would have a rich 
and abundant life. But he wat 
born in a later age — in an age 
when the natural frontiers of this 
land had vanished snd human ex- 
ploitation had become the means 
to power and wealth.

A lthough the union has of-i 
flcially ceased activity during I 
the summer, several of Its mem- ! 
hers continue to be seen and heard 
about the campus these days, and 
if rumors are cwrs c t, there are 
plans browing within party dreles 
which should launch the organlm- 
tlon into Its second year with 
greater success than the first 
Aside from needed publicity, how- 
ever, which will pr^kobiy not be 
lacking, there are a few conaldera- 
Uons which ahould not be forgot- 
ten during the next few months, 
which might be of vital importance 
to the future of the Union. 

Haunted by the spectres of or- 
ganizatlMis which have gone be- 
fore, and which have slowly and 
palimlly sunk into oblivion because 
of Insufficient purpoee, leadership, 
or press agentry to turn the tide 
of student apathy, the Union is 
going to maks a strong fight for 
ascendency In the extra<urricular 
field next year. And the party 
leader who Is smart Is not waiting 
: until September to prepare for the 
campaign. 

Serious attention Is already 
being given to the redrafting of 
party platforms, and it is the pri- 1 
vate hunch this observer (with j 
due apologies to the real platform j 
makers) that the three Union par- 1 
ties will or should havt something' 
to offer which will at least out- 
shine the Republican and Demo- 
cratic planks In clarity of meaning. 
The political hedging Indulged in 
by national political parties is ob- 
viously not necessary In ths ama- 
teur efforts of the Union, and the 
result should be frank and open 
expressions of opinion on nations) 
IsMes. 

However, there are a few Union 
members, notably in the light, wing, 
who have been wont to rechrittian 
the Right, Center and Left Parties 
with the names of the Republican, 
Democrat and Socialist Parties (an- 
other set of names suggested was 
Conservstlve, New Deal and Farm- 
er-Labor). The only excuse 1 can 
think of for this deBire to change 
the names of the parties of the 
Union Is that certain individuals 
have been blttfn by the political 
bug. 

If J may make another personal 
observation, it is my guess that 
there are enough members of the 
Union sufficiently realistic to avoid 
names which have for the most 
part only political implications. 

The purpose of the Union, we 
have been led to believe, is to af- 
ford an outlet for independent 
thinking on economic and social 


problems. Its founders did not in- 
tend that Its units should become 
counterparts of the national po- 
litical parties. To have It to would 
be childish and ineffective. We 
know that the Rlgkt Party stands 
for the lalssetHfaire philosophy of 
govemmeat: that Uie Center Itety 
advocates a strong eentraUsed 
government; and that the Left 
Party favors governmental owner- 
ship. 

An intelligent and realistic study 
oi the principles of thest three 
phtlosopklsa of government should 
be the primary purpose of the 
members of the Union. 

The old political hokum doesn't 
sell like It used to. We obeerve 
Increasing evidence throughout the 
country of an awakened student in- 
terest in economic and social prob- 
lems, and a mounting distaste lor 
anything that amacke of partisan 
polities. 

Perhaps I am too Idealistic In 
my belief that here, too, the Union 
might well become the training 
ground for real statesmanship and 
horse-sense, sans the gams of poli- 
tics. But I shall remain, neverthe- 
less, a well-wisher.

Picken, Plani Co-op with Greater Value

'J’HE co-operative wcial activity system, with John 
Pickens in the role of director, seems to be well 
on the way toward resumption. Plans for sales, 
promotion, and extension have been announced by 
Pickens, and he has appointed three capable asso- 
ciate director! to assist in putting the plan across. 

His plans are for a book containing items worth 
a total of $13.25, exceeding by $1.75 the value 
offered when the co-op was first tried two years 
ago. He plans to add tickets to football garnet as 
an optionaJ feature, thus hoping to attract buyers 
from among the alumni, as well as from students 
who take dates other than co-eds to the games and 
have previously had to buy general admisaion tickets 
for these dates.
